Work  has  continued  by  the  Health  Department  staff  at 
non-agricultural  properties  and  the  methods  employed  are  those 
rocommondod  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Results  have,  boon  very 
gratifying  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  a further  IC^  test  was  carried  out  on  the 
Council’s  sowers  and  as  the  result  was  negative,  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  gave  an  exemption  for  one  year. 
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
